As captivated by the subtle charm of Averroes in his mature 
age as he was in his youth, Mahmoud Kassem decided sometime in 
1968 or 1969 to edit the manuscripts of these Middle Commentaries 
on Aristotle's Organon. 1 1 was his intention to edit the first four 
treatises in the collection, i. e., the Middle Commentaries on the 
Categories, D e Interpretatione , Prior Ancdytlcs, and Posterior 
Analytics. But during the eventful years of 1970 and 1971, his duties 
as Dean of Dar al - f Ulum became more pressing and frequently 
forced him to interrupt his editing tasks, When a period of calm 
finally returned to the college and he was able to return to the less 
demanding activities of department chairman, his remaining days 
were not numerous enough to permit him to attain hisgoah Itseems 
only fitting and proper that the fruit of those last years of effort 
should now come to light, hopefully at a level of competence that 
would have met with Professor Kassem's approvaL 

It is also appropriate to acknowledge explicitly the number of 
persons and institutions who have contributed to the appearance of 
this volume. Above all, I am grateful for the generous assistance 
offered by the family of Professor Kassem and for their willingness 
to allow me to go through his papers in order to find materials 
relevant to the edition. I am likewise veiy appreciative of the assis - 
tance offered by Professor Sa'id Badawi of the American University 
in Cairo, a former student of Professor Kassem's, when I first began 
to assemble the materials to coraplete this project The administrators 
of the Fulbright -Hays Faculty Research Fellowship program were 
gracious enough to Iet me completely alter my research plans and 
thus to abandon one project in order to begin this one. While 
intelligent administration surely has its own reward, I trust that they 
will derive some degree of encouragement from seeing the results 
of those altered plans. The primary sponsors of this project, other- 
wise known as the Project in Medieval Islamic Logic, have been the 



essay on the religious ideas of Averroes. On his return to Egypt in 

1945, he joined the faculty of Dar aI-< Ulum. Apart from an exten- 

ded sojourn at the University of Benghazi and brief interludes as a 

visiting professor in Khartoum , Kuwait, and Algiers , he f emained 

at Dar al ' Ulum , distinguishing himself as a teacher, dean, and 

department chairman. Professor Kassem's writings are extensive 

and varied. They range from editions of works by Averroes and 

studies of his thought to essays on Ibn «Arabi, Mu'tazilite 

thinkers, Leibnitz, al-Afghani, and even to modern logic, Moreover, 

Professor Kassem's work includes a series of translatlons of im - 

portant works in the history of philosophy and in sociology by such 

diverse French authors as Levy-Bruhl, Durkheim, Blondel, and 
Bastide • 

However, the memory of Mahmoud Kassera which this book 
seeks to perpetuate cannot be evoked by an enumeration of his 
writings and accomplishments or even by a detailed discussion of 
the problems with which he wrestled during his career as a teacher 
and scholar. And it would be redundant to write in that vein now, 
for others have already celebrated those aspects of his person . 
Rather, it is the memory of the gentle and warm seeker after 
knowledge whose mind and heart were always open to fellow 
inquirers that is evoked here. Mahmoud Kassem stands apart from 
others because of the mark that his desire for learning and will - 
ingness to discuss his opinions or doubts made upon those with 
whom hecameinto contact. He was more interested in raising 
questions than in asserting his views and more anxious to expand 
his own horizon by helping a colleague make progress than to 
push narrowly ahead on his own research. These are the qualities 
which truly distinguish Mahmoud Kassem. They are the qualities 
which live on in the memory his younger colleagues and students 
continue to preserve of him. And, ironically, they are the qualities 
wbich kept him from publishing these editions. 
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This is the first in a series of volumes containing critical editions 
of the Arabic text of Averroes ' Middle Commentaries on Aristotle's 
logical works. The other volumes present Averroes' Middle Com- 
mentaries on Aristotle's De Interpj etatione , Prior Analytics, 
Posterior Analytics , Topics , Sophistics , Rhetoric , and Poetics . 
Although the first of Averroes ' Middle Commentaries on Aristotle's 
logical works, this volume is numbered the second Lecause 
Averroes' Middle Commentary on Porphyry's Isagoge, which 
to our knowledge has not survived in the Arabic original, represents 
the introduction to these works and is designated as the first volume 
of the series. The Hebrew version of that work has survived, how- 
ever, and has been edited as the first volume. Publication of these 
works has been undertaken in order to complete and extend the 
ambitious project begun by Professor Mahmoud Kassem a few years 
before his death. Thus their publication is meant to stand as a 
scholarly testimonial to the esteem and affection with which he is 
remembered by students and colleagues throughout the worid. 

An indefatigable scholar and captivating teacher, Mahmoud 
Kassem toiled in many areas of Islamic philosophy and theology 
as well as in the history of Western philosophy . He was born in
